the said club reserving him,’’ The effect of this 
is toeternaily shut such players out from any 
ciub belonging to the unilop of associations 
under the pationai agreement. It leaves achance 
open for any reserve player to _ return 
to the reserving club before April next. The 
League will also adopt the resolution.

CHARLIE RKREIMER’S BRAIN. 


Penetrated by a Bulict Six Weeks Ago— 
Alive and Well. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YorRK, December 13.~Charles Reimer, 17 
years old, of No. 98 Sumter street, Brooklyn, shot 
himself in the bead in the parlor of his home on 
Sunday, October 28. The shooting, he claims, 
was accidental, and was done while he was hand- 
ling a 22-caliber revolver. The bullet passed six 
inches through the middle of his 
brain. Accofding to the physicians, it 
is there yet, but Reimer has fully re- 
covered and has returned to his work in this city 
as sound in mind, body-and spirits as before. He 
was attended by Dr. J. Nehrbas, of No. 441 Bed- 
ford avenue, and Dr. Solon F. Bliss, of No. 652 
Herkimer street, until he surprised them by get- 
ting well.: The doctors made the following state- 


ment: 

“We found that the ball had entered the middle 
of the right side of the head, an inch and a half 
above the right ear, and that ittook a slightly 
downward course of six inches, directly through 
the reasoning faculties. The young man’s pulse 
was at forty-eight beats to the minute. We 
probed for the bullet, going three inches into the 
brain and finding the passage made by the ball 

LEADING STILL FURTHER IN. 
Then we agreed to leave further probing till the 
bext day, and put the young man on strict anti- 
Phiogistic treatment to allay; the inflammation 
which we expected. We did not anticipate 
his recovery, but confidently expected his 
death within twenty-four hours, and gave 
his family no hope. His pulse ralited before even- 
ing, rising to fifty-five degrees, and very little in- 
flammation setin. These were favorable symp- 
toms, but we did not deem that there was the 
least chance of his surviving. Next day we probed 
again. going five inches inte the brain and locat- 
ing the bullet an inch further in. We judged that 
it would only hasten death to remove it, and con- 
cluded to let it stay there. Although we had no 
hopes of the young man’s recovery, we ersisted 
in our treatment, the patient’s father and mother 
doing the nursing. He, uvexpectedly to us, gained 
every dav, tillat the end of two weeks he was 
comparatively 
OUT OF DANGER. 

He is now fully recovered aud has gone back to 
work in as sound health, mind and spirits as he 
ever enjoyed apparently. A Post-DISPATCH 
correspondent called at the house of Dr. Bliss. 
“Have you any doubt, Doctor, that the ballls yet 
in young Reimer’s brain?” be asked. 

*None whatever,” said the Doctor. 

‘How do you know that it ever went in?” 

“because our probes found the aperture made 
by the ball leadjag away through the membrane 
and tissue of the brain at least six inches, and as 
the bullet did not come outon the left side, it 
Stands to reason tbat it must be there. 
yet, and by this time it has encysted.” Dr. 
Bliss said Reimer had three conyuisions dur- 
ing tne first week. The first took place two days 
after the shooting, the second, two days after 
that, and the third atthe end ofthe first week. 
Kach was less violent than the one that preceded 
it, and
